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Greenwich 
Market 
plan goes 
to appeal

THE campaign to preserve the 
unique character of historic 
Greenwich Market has reached 
another crucial level. 

Greenwich Council 
unanimously turned down 
proposals by the market’s 
landlord Greenwich Hospital 
Estates last summer to revamp 
the covered market in the 
middle of the one-way system 
and put in a hotel and new 
shops and offices. 

Now the charity, which is 
appealing against the council’s 
decision, has made a number of 
revisions to its plans - and a 
planning inspector has accepted 
them for consideration. 

The appeal hearing and revised 
planning application is 
scheduled to be put before an 
independent planning inspector 
next Tuesday, September 7 - but 
last week Greenwich Council’s 
Planning Board unanimously 
reaffirmed councillors’ 
opposition to the scheme, and it 
has authorised its officers to 
contest the appeal. 

An estimated seven million 
people visit the Greenwich 
World Heritage site each year, 
and the covered market is 
recognised as an important part 
of the attraction.

My 
family has been a 
rock providing 
support and 
motivation - my 
wife Margaret, in 
particular with our 
three children, 
Chloe, Hannah and 
Nathan. Normal 
life has been put on 
hold and work has 
had to cover for me 
whilst I fitted 
training in. No 
socialising or time 
off. It feels like my 
life has been taken 
away while I 
prepare for this! 

But let’s put this 
into perspective. I 
want to do this, I 
chose to do this 
and it will be over 
by the end of this 
week. That brings 
me to why I am 
doing this, and why 
I must not fail. It is 
not just for me.

Clampdown on town troublemakers 


GROUPS of young 
troublemakers who commit 
anti-social behaviour in 
Woolwich town centre are 
about to find themselves on 
the wrong side of the law. 
Greenwich Council and the 
police have approved a 
Dispersal Order which will 
enable the police to break up 
any groups who are causing 
a disturbance. Officers will 
also be able to take home 
anyone aged 16 or under who 
is causing trouble within the 
dispersal area. 

The measures, which come 


into effect on Thursday 
(September 2), have been 
brought in after members of 
the public were harassed by 
groups of youths. 

The dispersal area is 
bordered by Woolwich High 
Street, Beresford Street, 
Burrage Road, Crescent 
Road, Nightingale Place, 
Grand Depot Road and John 
Wilson Street. 

PC Ben O’Brien of the Safer 
Transport Team said: “The 
Dispersal Order will give us 
the authority to remove 
those groups who are 


causing a disturbance in and 
around Woolwich town 
centre. A large number of 
people travel into the area 
every day and we will ensure 
they are able to do so 
without being subjected to 
unacceptable behaviour. 
“Tackling anti-social 
behaviour is one of our daily 
priorities, and we will 
continue to target those 
involved in this type of 
activity.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for Environment 


and community safety, said: 
“The introduction of a 
Dispersal Order in this area 
will have a positive impact 
on the community, 
eliminating any distress 
caused by groups involved in 
anti-social behaviour. We 
will not tolerate anti-social 
behaviour, and together we 
will do our best to prosecute 
the perpetrators.” 

The dispersal order will run 
for six months after which it 
will be reviewed.

A TEAM from the Greenwich- 
based Curlew Rowing Club 
swapped water for dry land 
when they took part in the 
daunting Three Peaks 
Challenge.

not be in harmony with 
the rest of the World 
Heritage Site which dates 
back to the early 1800s. 
The Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government will make 
the final decision, based 
on the Inspector’s 
recommendations. 

The original proposals 
were unanimously 
rejected by Greenwich 
Council’s Planning Board 
in August 2009, on the 
grounds that its design 


and proposed materials 
were out of keeping with 
the character of the area, 
and that its height, scale 
and bulk represented an 
over-development of the 
site. 

The developer’s 
modifications include 

• reducing the gross 
external floor area by 
1.3% 

• changes to pavement 
surfaces and to the 
cladding of the new hotel 

• removing the 
mezzanine levels on the 
fourth floor of the new 


hotel 

• retaining and re- 
covering the market roof. 
Councillors believe the 
revised scheme will still 
mean the site is 
overdeveloped. They add 
that it will still result in 
“substantial harm to the 
character and appearance 
of the West Greenwich 
Conservation Area, to the 
settings of a number of 
Grade II listed buildings 
designed by Joseph Kay 
and to the significance of 
the Maritime Greenwich 
World Heritage Site.”

THAMESMEAD

Bolarinwa flew home 
from the Youth 
Olympics in Singapore 
with two medals 
around his neck. 

The 16-year-old Briton 
won silver in the 
continental medley relay 
and bronze in the 
lOOmetres, narrowly 

missing out on second 
place after a photo finish. 

The medley relay saw 
athletes compete in 
continental teams, with 
the team of four running 
100m, 200m, 300m and 
400m in that order. 

Bolarinwa ran the 100m 
leg on August 23, and got 
silver, after bagging the 
bronze in the lOOmeters 
sprint on August 21. 

In the first race he was 
pipped at the post by 
Masaki Nashimoto, 

despite finishing in the 
same time of 10.51 
seconds. 

The Japanese runner was 
the surprise package of 
the sprint final at the 
Bishan Stadium - one of 
the most highly 
anticipated events of the 
Summer Youth Olympic 
Games, which saw 
Bolarinwa going head-to- 
head with arch rival Skeen 
Odane. 

But it was the 15-year-old 
Jamaican who came out 
on top, winning gold with 
a personal best time of 
10.42seconds.

“The Jamaican athlete 
got out first and was in 
front and I had to try and 
catch him,” said David. 

The student at Woolwich 
Poly is backed by 
Greenwich Council’s 
Starting Blocks charity 
which is supporting up 
and coming athletes in the 
run up to 2012. 

“The fact that I didn’t get 
a good start affected my 


race - if I had got a good 
start then I’d definitely 
have won that race. But 
that is a lesson to be 
learned.” 

The sprinter was happy 
with his overall 
performance though, and 
admitted he ran a better 
race in the relay. 

“I am really pleased. To 
be going home with two 
medals is fantastic. And 
my start was a lot better 
than in the 100m final as 
well so that was great.”

Sophie Godber, the charity’s 
senior landscape architect 
told us: “People should get 
lovely views of what’s 
happening from their 
windows, and, because homes 
overlook it, it should be a 
good, protected space.

Michael said: “It sounds as if it 
will make a difference - as long 
as parents explain to their 
children about respecting it for 
future generations.” 

Gemma Parris, who has a 
four-year-old boy and a girl 
aged three, moved onto 
Barnfield when her daughter 
was aged just two months.

Charlton shoe store helps jobhunters into work

CLARKS shoe shop is putting its 
heart and sole into helping local 
people to find work. 

The store at Greenwich Shopping Park, 
off Bugsby’s Way in Charlton, has been 
offering work experience placements to 
local people of all ages for over four years. 

Placements for school leavers are 
organised through Greenwich Education 
Business Partnership run by Greenwich 
Council. The store also works closely 
with training company Action for 
Employment (A4E) to help put adults 
back into work through 13 week 
placements. The placements help people 
develop the right skills, and the 
confidence, to help them find 
employment. 

Fifty-one year-old Gary Watson had 
been working at Clarks for four weeks. 
The father-of-one, a former builder from 
Blackheath, signed up to the scheme 
through A4E after struggling to find 
work in the construction industry during 
the recession. 

He said: “The recession hit me and my 
family hard. Work on building sites dried 
up and it made me realise that I was 
getting too old for that sort of job. I sent 
CVs to different workplaces and I had no 
reply. It really got me down and after 
working for over 20 years, it made me 
worry what the future would hold for me. 

“I heard about A4E through the Job 
Centre. So when they offered me the 
opportunity to go on a placement at 
Clarks, I jumped at the chance.” 

He added: “I’ve loved every minute of 
the placement. I’ve developed customer 
service and team working skills, I’ve 
learned how to manage stock and a little 
about the way the business works. But 
most of all, it’s made me realise that 
there are other things that I can do. It 
would honestly be a dream come true to 
be offered a job at Clarks at the end of the 
placement, but if that doesn’t happen, the 
experience has definitely given me 
the confidence I need to believe 
that I will find another job.” 

Fifteen-year-old schoolgirl 
Gemma Kaur did a two-week 
placement at the Charlton 
store. She said: “I was really 
shy during the first few 
days and found it really 
difficult to approach 
customers. But, by the end 
of my two weeks at Clarks 
I felt much more confident 
and loved going up to 
people to ask how I could 
help. It has really

developed my confidence and has taught 
me what customer service is all about. 
I’ve always wanted to be a police officer 
but the experience I’ve gained has made 
me realise what the world of work is all 
about, and the skills you develop can 
work in any situation.” 

Karen Northey is one of three staff 
members who were recruited as a result 
of work experience placements at the 
store. Sales assistant Karen, 48, from 
Woolwich, has been working 
at the store for almost a 
year and said: “I was a 
stay-at-home mum and 
joined A4E to get back 
into work, as I had no luck 
sending 
CVs to 


businesses. I felt really low and wasn’t 
getting anywhere. 

“I began a 13 week placement at Clarks, 
and at the end of it, they offered me a 
part-time job. They said they were 
impressed with my friendliness and 
politeness and offered me the position of 
a Sales Assistant, and it’s really 
something I’ve enjoyed.” 

Marianne Tippite, assistant store 
manager at Clarks, added: “It’s very 
important to us at Clarks that we support 
our local community, whether this is by 
helping young people to develop essential 
life skills or giving adults the confidence 
and support they need to develop new 
skills to get back into work.” 

Sian Nicholls, spokesperson for 
Greenwich Shopping Park, added:

2012 sponsor deal for small businesses 


SMALL businesses can have 
a stake in the London 2012 
Olympic Games by signing 
up to a new sponsorship 
scheme launched last month. 
The new multi-million pound 
scheme ‘Our Team 2012’

M ORE Greenwich 

students than ever 
before have achieved 
top grades in their GCSE 
results, which have just been 
released. 

It’s been a record-breaking year 
for schools in the borough, with 
major rises in the percentages of 
students gaining five or more 
GCSEs at A*-C. The results reflect 
all the hard work and commitment 
from both students and their 
schools. 

The percentage of pupils 
achieving five or more GCSEs at A*- 
C has increased by more than eight 
percentage points to 71 per cent. 
There are also very positive results 
for the percentage of students 
achieving five or more GCSEs at A*- 
C including English and Maths. 


These have increased by 6.4 
percentage points over last year to 
49.8 per cent.

“Today more than ever, young 
people need first class 
qualifications and skills to 
successfully compete for the 
education or training courses that 
will give them a good job in the 
future. Our record results show 
that young people in Greenwich 
recognise the challenges ahead, 
and in record numbers, they 
continue to meet them.”

The figure for 
five or more GCSE passes 
including English and Maths 
was 49.8 per cent.

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

A Green day.. 


Off the wall talk show 
host Tom Green chats 
to Scene ahead of 
The Greenwich Comedy 
Festival next week 




THE last time 
^ N Tom Green 

played a gig in 

London was two 

years ago. But 

that was in London, Ontario. 
Hard as it to believe, the global 
star has never played Blighty 
before, making his first ever 
UK appearance at the 
Greenwich Comedy Festival on 
September 7. 

The gag-fest - which is part of 
The Greenwich Festivals, runs 
from September 6-12 at 
various venues across the 
town centre, and the former 
MTV man told us: “This will 
be my first time playing 
England - London Ontario and 
London England are quite a 
bit different!” 

The zany talk show host 
immortalised by Eminem for 
his antics involving a dead 
moose, plays the ‘Big Top’ in 
the grounds of the Old Naval 
College. He added: “I’m really 
excited about it - just me and a 
microphone and talk about all 
different stuff, telling some 
funny stories, jokes, and 
maybe playing a bit of music. 
“I did look into bringing the 
dead moose, but it seemed it 
was going to be hard getting it 
in my hand luggage.” 

After leaving his MTV show in 
2003, Green took a guerrilla 
approach to broadcasting, 
recording his talk show from 


the comfort of his Hollywood 
home. 

While there were some 
advantages - “when the show’s 
over I can crawl right back 
into bed; I don’t have to sit in 
traffic, and you don’t have a 
boss” - going on tour with the 
stand-up gig has been 
refreshing. 

“People who know what I’ve 
done before might be 
surprised that it’s a little bit 
more traditional, but I’m 
obviously bringing my own 
silliness and my own take on 
it,” he said.

Perhaps on account of being 
more used to asking the 
questions, Green is a 
surprisingly earnest 
interviewee. 

He admits his initial ambition 
was ‘to be a goof on TV’ but 
has been broaching bigger 
issues on the stand-up circuit. 
“I like to pick things apart and 
look at the hypocrisy in the 
world,” he mused - “and I’ve 


enjoyed talking about 
how modern technology 
affects our lives. 

“Stand up comedy is one 
of the few places where you 
can get an honest dialogue.” 
And he wasn’t tempted to 
rewrite the script for his first 
ever UK audience. “I don’t 
look at it as a script,” Green 
said. “I’ve got a lot of jokes I 
can go to, and I can adjust 
them - even on the fly as I get a 
feel for the audience. I think 
the difference between New 
York and Nashville is bigger 
than the difference between 
New York City and London.” 
The comedian has been on the 
road with the global tour for a 
year, but admits he doesn’t 
know what to expect in 
London: “Having played 
Australia and Canada, I do 
think there is a common 
sensibility that we share in 
these commonwealth 
countries. In Australia I felt I 
could push my weirder stuff 
further and further, but 
sometimes in America I have 
to stick to the stuff about 
making fun of celebrities and 
social commentaries.” 

And like his anarchic chat 
show, there has been no set 
routine to the shows so far. 

“I go off on a lot of tangents - 
it’s a very high energy show. 
The great thing about stand 
up is that every night is

different, 

even with the same jokes. 

“I may pull out a guitar and do 
some silly songs - probably 
the one I used to do that 
Eminem referenced.” 

The seminal rapper’s track, 
The Real Slim Shady, came 
out during a hectic period in 
the 39-year-old Canadian’s 
career. 

“At that time we didn’t know 
how big of an artist Eminem 
would become, and it was 
surreal hearing it on the radio. 
But at the time I was on MTV 
and it seemed that every 
couple of days something like 
that was happening. 

“He let me use that song for 
my movie Freddy Got 
Fingered, but I’ve never 
actually got the chance to 
meet him. I grew up doing a lot 
of rap myself so I thought it 
was pretty awesome.”

And what does this 
seemingly unconnected 
troupe have in common, I hearyou cry? 
The answer is to be found within one of 
the phenomena of the early 21st 
century - the celebrity magazine show. 
Not to be confused with the celebrity 
chat shows of yesteryear which ignited 
the enigmatic flames of the likes of 
Parky and Des O’Connor, the new breed 
encapsulate celeb chat with lifestyle 
featurettes, cheeky banter and a 
whimsical presenting style that is more 
akin to the future aspirations of a Big 
Brother inmate. It’s all Colgate grins 
and self-congratulatory slaps on the 
back as they interview the newest star 
of Hollyoaks or the latest whack-job to 
have hopscotched around the British 
Isles for charity. 

To be fair though, it isn’t the fault of the 
presenters themselves. Designed with 
the afternoon/early evening TV viewer in 
mind the shows are essentially cheap 
fodderto fillthe awkward schedule- 
sandwich between the Australian soaps 
and the evening news. Michael Ball 
seems to have drawn the shortest of 
straws with his eponymously titled 
show, the victim of a dubious tug-of- 
love between Inspector Morse and 
David Dickinson in the mid-afternoon 
shift. In its current guise it’s a format 
that owes much to the two stalwarts of 
daytime TV in the late twentieth century: 
Richard Madeley and Judy Finnigan. 

The husband and wife team became the 
bastions of hope for students and the 
unemployed, owing not so much to the 
format of the show perse, but more to 
the wholly watchable performances of 
the hosts. Madeley in particular carried 
This Morning with a style which at times 
bordered on the chauvinistic and cringe 
worthy, but it was a case of ‘Dear Lord, 
what will he do next?’ and no matter 
how inexplicable his performance, the 
audience always forgave the floppy 
fringed, broad shouldered maverick. 
Whetheryou loved him or loathed him, 
he had a far-reaching charisma which 
completely suited the showand its 
viewers. 

To take nothing away from their previous 
careers, (Ian Wright is one of the great 
players/characters of modern football, 
and Michael Ball has had a massive 
career on stage], the current crop (with 
the exception of Chiles, perhaps], do not 
seem to possess the certain je ne sais 
quoi to elevate them above the level of 
gratuitous sycophant. But therein lies 
the sad reality of what makes the perfect 
host for today’s broadcasters: In a 
climate where Jonathan Ross and 
Russell Brand were publicly flogged for 
what was at worst an ill-advised prank 
gone wrong, and Ian Wright was recently 
shown the door for refusing to the 
endorse Channel 5’s newest reality 
show, we now occupy a TV reality where 
the likes of Alan Titchmarsh, Michael 
Ball and Aled Jones rule the waves.

Mini is big threat 

Team mini looks set to become a massive name on the rally circuit 
for the first time in years, reigniting an old rivalry in the process 



NOT many of the

^ < drivers were 

around when the 
▼ ▼ car was a big name 

in the World Rally 
Championship, but it looks as if 
the reborn classic is going to 
relive some of its former glory 
with the Mini Countryman. 

In 2011 the Mini will take on 
some of the stages of the WRC, 
with plans to be present at every 
single stage from 2012, and in 
doing so, try to capture the 
hearts of a new generation of 
rally fan. The team behind the 
project and managing all the 
development is a firm of 500 
staff called Prodrive, 
with input from 
Mini 


themselves. The car for the job 
is the Countryman, only this 
one comes with a 1.6 litre, 4 four- 
cylinder turbo charged engine 
kindly supplied by BMW 
Motorsport. Which was nice of 
them. This is a far cry from the 
1275cc mark II Cooper S of the 
sixties which dominated the 
Monte Carlo Rally from 
64’ to 67’, 
something 
else which 
differs 


the classic from the new breed is 
a new four wheel drive system - a 
must-have for any car wishing to 
compete in today’s gruelling 
rally stages. 

Along with 
the WRC 


version, 
the 

Countryman will 
also come as a Cooper S 
which will be the next step 
down from the full on rally car. 
The Cooper S will come with the 
same 1.6 litre engine as the WRC 
car and will have a twin-scroll 
turbocharger fitted. This will 
send the car from standstill to 


60mph in 7.6 seconds and 
produces 184bhp. However do 
not think that this car is all 
about going fast and throwing 
caution to the wind with 
regards to the environment, oh 
no with the help of the 

MINIMALISM concept 
(see what they did 
there?) there will be 
some high tech bits to 
lower the emissions 
and improve the fuel 
consumption and will 
feature as standard. 
So if Mini are to be 
believed the 2012 
WRC could well 
and truly be in the 
bag, however there 
is one final 
obstacle in the 
way for the 
Countryman and 
this comes in the 
form of the old 
enemy Citroen 
and Sebastian Loeb.

All of which means that 
Citroen are currently top of the 
manufactures table, and also 
worth noting is that the famous 
Citroen DS has been remade, 
and I wouldn’t be surprised if 
we were to see the old boys 
battling it out once again.

Globe-trotting journo sells out 


FOR over two decades Jake Adelstein 
immersed himself in all things Japanese, 
going where no other non-native speaker 
had gone before when he landed a job on 
Japan’s top selling daily newspaper, the 
Yomiuri. 

As the title of Tokyo Vice suggests, the 
paper’s only paid-up ‘Gajin’ (alien) 
investigative reporter was responsible for 
tracking the seedier side of the capital’s 
underbelly. It’s a remarkable testament to 
his tenacity that he came to be an accepted 
face inside Japan’s insular media circle, and 
despite speaking perfect Japanese, on a few 
occasions his ‘dumb foreigner’ routine got 
him out of some deep scrapes. 

But in truth Adelstein doesn’t come across 
well in the book. He is everything that 
makes tabloid hacks so vilified: slimy, 
smarmy and will do anything to get a story. 
He, however, attests to never selling out a 
source - of which we are introduced to many 
(with names changed, of course), over the 
memoir. 

However, it is on the writer’s apparent 
relationship with Japan’s most feared 
organised crime family, The Yakuza, that the 
cover of the book sells itself. Which is a 
little misleading: Readers hoping to find 



cover-to-cover info on this most infamous 
and modern of extortionist groups will be 
disappointed. While it begins with a chilling 


encounter with a tough guy threatening to 
slaughter the hack and his family if he 
doesn’t leave town - nay, the country - from 
there on in it’s a pretty straight bio of the 
crass and self-satisfied journalist, until the 
final chapters, where the Japanese mafia is 
explored in more depth. 

So it may not do exactly what it says on the 
tin, but it’s engaging nonetheless - albeit 
that it always comes back to Adelstein’s 
favourite subject: himself. Which is a shame 
as there are nuggets of real insight 
peppered across the pages. Most pertinent 
for UK readers is the new light shed on the 
Lucie Blackman murder case - Adelstein 
was father Tim’s spoken link to the 
uncooperative Japanese police. 

Professing to be a nothing-but-the-truth 
account however, Adelstein’s conceitedness 
sells him out on occasion, and there is one 
strand in particular that seems a little far- 
fetched: Smacking of a publisher’s desire to 
‘sex up’ the story, a yarn on the apparent 
sticky end of one of the journo’s closest 
confidents was a little too Hollywood to ring 
true for this reader.

The Blind Side is Sandra 
Bullock: a film where she

the subject of a 2004 book by 
Michael Lewis about an 
extraordinary act of kindness. 
Bullock plays interior designer 
Leigh Anne Tuohy, who is 
happily married to Sean (Tim 
McGraw), a highly successful 
businessman. The couple have 
two children, Collins (Lily 
Collins) and SJ (Jae Head). SJ 
attends the local school and 
befriends a gentle giant, 
Michael Oher, (Quinton Aaron). 
Michael is a hugely strong but 
quiet and introverted teenager 
whose drug-riddled mother 
has driven him into foster care. 
One freezing evening, the 
Tuohy family spot Michael 
ambling along aimlessly. Leigh 
Anne practically forces Michael 
to come home with them to 
spend Thanksgiving. 

At first Michael is totally lost in 
the Tuohy family’s world of 
luxury and plenty, 
overwhelmed by the clothes he 
is bought and the food he is 
given; “I never had my own bed 
before”, he exclaims to Leigh 
Anne when given his own room. 
But as he gradually settles, his 
grades improve as Leigh Anne 
finds him a tutor (Kathy Bates 
in a nice cameo). 

While the movie is at times 
over- sentimental and perhaps 
a little one dimensional, 
(Michael’s turbulent and often 
violent background is rather 
glossed over), we all enjoy 
stories of rags to riches.

feet. Mr. Salisbury’s ruling that ball 
was played before man was a near 
run thing but probably correct.

A SURPRISING 92nd-minute 
goal from late substitute Matt 
Fry - traditional consolation 
for a well beaten side - failed to 
disguise the unpleasant truth 
that Charlton were outclassed 
by promotion rivals 
Huddersfield Town. 

That point will no doubt be made 
forcibly during Phil Parkinson.s 
training ground post-mortem. 
Plus a reminder that they’ll be 
judged on how well they bounce 
back from adversity. 

Parkinson probably sensed 
impending disaster when news 
reached him that Rob Elliot’s 
recurring back spasms had 
persuaded his No. I goalkeeper 
to hand his gloves to league 
debutant Ross Worner. 

Elliot's enforced presence on the

bench, meanwhile, calls into 
question Charlton’s decision to 
operate, for the time being at least, 
with just two recognised keepers, 
one of them a recent graduate 
from non-league football. 

Though Worner distinguished 
himself at times, his 
understandable inexperience 
contributed to both of Town’s 
first half goals. Not that he 
carried the defensive can alone. 

The new boy began well enough 
with a fine save to deny Gary 
Roberts at close range, after 
sensible advantage had been 
allowed by referee Salisbury. 

An emphatically punched 
clearance of Graham Carey’s 
dangerous corner boosted his 
confidence, while Carey helped out 
by dragging a low shot wide, when 
favoured by the run of the ball off 
Jose Semedo. Under moderate 


pressure, the Addicks were looking 
forward with growing anxiety to 
the interval when Huddersfield 
scored not once but twice shortly 
before the break. 

There was possibly as much 
hope as expectation in Roberts’ 
lofted pass forward but it caused 
indecision in Gary Doherty, 
whose hesitation allowed Jordan 
Rhodes to beat him to the 
bouncing ball. Having unwisely 
left his line, Worner’s positional 
rashness effectively made up 
Rhodes’ mind to cleverly lob over 
the stranded keeper into his 
abandoned net. 

With the visitors visibly 
wilting, Roberts again fed 
Rhodes, whose diagonal run into 
the penalty area was checked by 
Worner’s desperate dive at his
